Conference Committee recessed Open Session and 
convened in Closed Session pursuant to §2.2-
3711(A)(28) of the Code of Virginia for the purpose of 
deliberation to reach a decision in the matters 
regarding Mohamed A. Bayomi and Kiran 
Kantimahanthis, DVM.    Additionally, it was moved 
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that Mykl Egan, Administrative Proceedings Division, 
and Terri Behr, Operations Manager, Board of 
Veterinary Medicine, attend the closed meeting 
because their presence in the closed meeting was 
deemed necessary and would aid the Committee in its 
deliberations.  Having certified that the matters 
discussed in the preceding closed session met the 
requirements of §2.2-3712 of the Code, the Committee 
reconvened in open session and announced its 
decision.  

 
DECISION ON BAYOMI:  The Committee voted to issue Dr. Bayomi an Order 

placing a reprimand on Dr. Bayomi’s license, imposing 
a monetary penalty of $1000, and other terms and 
conditions.  

 
DECISION ON  The Committee voted to issue Dr. Kantimahanthi an  
KANTIMAHANTHI:   Order placing a reprimand on his license.
